Leaders in Wrong Direction 
“We are so thankful for the 


support that many have given this 
week in witness and prayer. It is 
heartbreaking to think that some 
of our officers and teachers did 
not attend a single service. It 
shows forth their concern for the 
lost. But there has been a deeper 
concern shown in the church in 
general. This is the nearest to a 
real soul-reaching revival that we 
have had. It proves that it can be 
done. So let’s follow-up. Follow 
up in prayer. . .Follow up in wit- 
ness. . .Follow up in visitation... .” 

The above paragraph is from a 
bulletin where I preached in re- 
vival sometime ago. Note the line, 
“Some of our officers and teachers 
did not attend a single service.” I 
was told they were without excuse. 
Ezekiel 33. Romans 1. What hy- 
pocrisy! What sin a church com- 
mits in electing such leaders! 

The same Bible that teaches 
honesty (I Thess.

versity. We watched it together and enjoyed it greatly. 


First, let me say frankly that I 
am prejudiced in favor of revival 
preaching, evangelistic preaching, 
old-fashioned Bible preaching 
against sin, demanding repentance, 
showing how to be saved. Dr. Bob 


Jones has been preaching in re- 
vival campaigns for more than 
fifty years. This is one of his 
old-time revival sermons on the 


text, “If ye will not do so, behold, 
ye have sinned against the Lord:

you out” (Num. 32:23). This mag- 
nificent Gospel preacher shows 


that all the power of the Almighty 
is lined up against sin so that sin 
can’t win; that _the stars in their 
courses are set to bring sin to 
judgment. He told how one’s sin 
finds him out in the body, how sin 
shows in the face, how sin will 
come to haunt and torment the 
conscience. He told how sin leads 
to enslavement habit, how sin 
Jeads to public shame, how one’s

Great and brave men have had 
receptions on earth, but what a 
reception Christ must have had 
when He returned victorious from 
earth, to be crowned “King of 
Glory!’ With what rapture and 
delight they sang, as the crown 
was placed upon His head— 


' “Orown Him! Crown Him! 
Crowns become the victors’ brow.” 


Well might the Saviour say 
when He uttered this text: “Fath- 
er, the hour is come”; not an 
hour of great importance is come, 
but the hour that swallows up all 
other ‘hours since time began in 
its far-reaching results—reaching 
back through the long list of ages 
and meeting every demand the 
perfect kaw of God had ever held 
against those who had believed in 
a promised Saviour, and put their 
trust in Him, and forward in its 
saving power to all who should 
believe on Christ through their 
word. 


Thus Christ “died once for all.” 
Oh, the importance that connect- 
ed itself with that point in the 
mediatorial work of our Redeem- 
er! 

In the light of this single 
thought, let me show as clearly 
as possible that what was true of 
Christ at that crisis in His work, 
has been true of nations and in- 
dividuals in all ages of the world. 


A Crisis 

A crisis is reached, and at that 
point, victory or defeat, life or 
death, follows. Our first parents 
reached such a point. No doubt 
they thhad often passed that. for- 
bidden tree, with no thought or 
wish to touch it. But at last the 
crisis came, and life or death must 
follow the decision of an hour. It 
is evident that our mother, Eve, 
while looking the forbidden tree 
carefully over, felt, at first, a 
gentle desire come over her to 
taste of the forbidden fruit, yet 
had no idea of doing it. But the 
desire increased upon her until 
she reached such a crisis, that up- 
on the one action of that woman’s 
will hung .the destiny of this 
world. Oh, if she had hurried 
away, saying, “Life! Life! Eternal 
Life!” She was as yet unstained 
by sin, and in a state to walk 
and talk with God as we walk and 
talk with each other. The ques- 
tion in her mind seemed to be, 
“ShalH I taste of it and run the 
risk of dying, or refuse and be 
safe?” She was able to stand, yet 
free to fall. Oh, what’ an hour in 
the history of this world! But the 
evil prevailed. She said, “I will 
taste of it.” The deed was done. 
She, fell, and in that fall our 
blood was poisoned, and this world 
became a great graveyard. Not 
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one of her unborn children could 
be saved without the death of the 
Son of God upon the cross, How 
much importance attached itself 
to that single act! 


The Signers 


So it was with the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence. 
In that old hall stood a table with 
that memorable document on it; 
a sober-looking class of men about 
it, with the question before them, 
“Shall we sign it, and if need be, 
seal it with out blood?” The de- 
cision was made. They signed it, 
and thus this nation was born. 
The decisive hour came, and God 
had raised up men for that hour. 
And so for more than a century, 
when in our history we have 
reached a crisis, there have been 
men for the crisis. We still live. 
“The government is still safe.” 


With Individuals 


It is the same with individual 
responsibility. We reach a point 
in our lives 
“That marks the destiny of man 
For glory or despair.” 


We hear the calls and warnings 
of the Gospel, and reject them, 
yet we may be saved. This may 
be repeated many times and it 
may not be too late. But an hour is 
reached at last when we cannot 
say “No,” once more, and be 
saved. The decision then is final. 
The destiny of the soul is then 
fixed forever. 


There is a line by us unseen 
That crosses every path, 

The hidden boundary between 
God's patience and His wrath. 


That fearful line may be near 
your feet, or may have been al- 
ready crossed. “My Spirit shall 
not always. strive with man.” 
How dangerous to resist His 
strivings! Christ said to Jeru- 
salem, ‘O that thou hadst known, 
even thou, at least, in this, thy 
day, the things that belong unto 
thy peace. But now they are hid 
from thine eyes.’ Too late! Too 
late! How dreadful the thought, 
that we may find out that We are 
lost when it is too late to be 
saved. 


A young lady deeply convicted 
of her sins, was urged to accept 
Christ at once, but she hesitated, 
and finally decided to attend one 
more ball before becoming a 
Christian. She went to the ball, 
but the Spirit left her. Not long 
after she went into ‘a decline, and 
died without hope. “I called; ye 
refused.” The stretched-out, bleed- 
ing hand refused! 

Am I not addressing those who 
have said ‘“‘No, no,” to the calls of 
the Gospel from your earliest mo- 
ment? Has not Christ been re- 
jected every day of your lives? 
Do you Know certainly this is not 
the hour of final decision? The 
unseen line may be crossed this 
hour. Oh, the importance of the 
decision you make now! Does not 
ihe Holy Spirit whisper, “The 
hour is come’? Do not say then, 
“Go thy way for this time,” lest 
it should prove to be the last time 
you can say “No,” and be saved. 

When the crisis came, Christ 
met it and triumphed over it. Will 
you not do the same? “I have set 
life and death before you, there- 
fore choose life.” Will you not 
now silently but solemnly say, 
your putting veracity and honor 
in the decision, “Jesus, I accept 
Thee as my Saviour, and will 
serve Thee from this hour; wheth- 
er my path is light or dark, rough 
or smooth, still I will obey and 
serve Thee the remainder of my 
days”? 

May Jesus give you strength 
and grace to trust Him and carry 
out this vow, and I be permitted 
to meet you in Heaven and hear 
you say, “That was the hour of 
decision and victory.” Amen. 

O God, we ask Thy blessing on 
Thy Word just delivered. May 
many hearts hear Thy voice say- 
ing, the “hour is come,” and it 
may be the final hour. Oh, how 
solemn and important is this 
hour! Let no one look back from 
eternity and say, ‘that fatal 
hour.” May the Holy Spirit help 
each one to say, “Jesus, I accept 
Thee as my Saviour now.” We 
ask it for Thy name’s sake. Amen:

risy in words that burn and Dlis- 
ter, but here His great heart of 
compassion reaches out to the re- 
bellious multitudes who knew not 
the day of their visitation, and 
finds expression in this divine la- 
ment, 

Surely we are reminded, in pas- 
sing, by this very contrast, of the 
twofold character of God, and any 
preacher who does not lay em- 
phasis on both God’s justice and 
His mercy; His wrath upon sin 
and His compassion for the sin- 
ner; comes short of giving a true 
presentation of the Gospel mes- 
sage. 

May I therefore invite your 
earnest attention for a few mo- 
ments to the way in which my 
text provides a sevenfold illus- 
tration of the Gospel; and I'll 
seek to be as brief as possible in 
handling such a wonderful theme. 

Will you notice first of all, in 
this moving lament: 


solitude, away from the gaze of 
others, weeping as he went: “O 
my son Absalom, my son, my son 
Absalom! Would God I had died 
for thee, O Absalom, my son, my 
son!” (II Sam. 18:33). 

Can you measure the feelings of 
that grief-stricken father? Can 
you possibly conceive the anguish 
of his soul in that awful moment 
as he realized his much-loved son 
was not only dead—but damned? 
I do not think so, for few have 
been called to tread such a path 
of intense sorrow. Yet even if we 
could get some faint conception of 
it all, it would still fall far short 
of the immeasurable grief of Je- 
sus, which led Him to cry out over 
those He loved, who were blind to 
their own peril and need: “O Je- 
rusalem, Jerusalem.” 

And as He looks out over our 
sin-stricken, Christ-rejecting, care- 
less world today; as He looks 
down on you, dear unsaved friend, 


reading this message, He is say- 


ing still, with infinite love and sad- 


1. An Expression of 
Infinite Love | 

(“O Jerusalem.”) | 
How I long that you might hear 
these words in the accents of my 
Master, for if I could only repeat 
them as He‘said them, it would 
break your heart to hear them, 
as it broke His heart to utter 
them. All the pent-up agony of 
His great compassionate soul 
found expression in that heart- 
broken appeal, “O Jerusalem, Je- 
rusalem.” | 


Jerusalem, 


In looking for an illustration to 
emphasize the intensity of the 
feelings of Jesus on this occasion, 
I am led back in memory to an 
incident in the history of David. | 
Absalom, you will recall, after 
murdering his brother, returns 
home and begins to foster a rebel- 
lion against his own father. David, 
in an effort to quell the revolt, for 
it was a serious menace to the 
throne, sent out his own armies; 
but the people prevailed on him 
to remain at home lest his life 
should be in jeopardy in the con- 
flict. 


So David stood by the city gates, 
and as his troops passed through, 
he commanded the leaders of his 
armies to deal gently with the 
wayward rebel Absalom for his 
father’s sake. 


There was a pitched battle in, 
the wood at Ephraim, and a great | 
slaughter of some twenty thou-| 
sand men. As his forces were | 
scattered in defeat, Absalom fled | 
on a mule, and as they rode swift- 
ly through the densely-wooded | 
forest, the animal went under the | 
thick boughs of an overhanging | 
oak and Absalom was entangled in| 
the branches. A passing soldier | 
saw him in that position and re- 
ported it to Joab, David’s Com- 
mander-in-chief, who sought him 
out and speedily put him to death. 
They threw the lifeless body in a| 
pit and summoned the soldiers 
back from their pursuit of the) 
enemy; dispatching two messen- |

gers to carry the fateful tidings to 
the king. 


David, meanwhile, is anxiously | 
awaiting news at the city gates, 
when a watchman on the roof re- 
ports a man _ running. alone. 
Breathless with haste, the mes- 
senger falls down before David 
and tells him the rebels have been 
suppressed and his own armies 
victorious, but David’s only 
thought is for his son, and he cries 
out eagerly: “Is the young man 
Absalom safe?” Unwilling to break 
the king’s heart, the messenger 
hesitates and evades the question, 
but at that moment the other sol- 
dier arrives, and David repeats 
his question. This time the man 
blurts out the terrible truth; and 
as David learns of the sad fate of 
one whom he loved so dearly, he 
goes away to break his heart in 
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ness mingled in His voice: “O Sin-

ner, Sinner. . .” and “Come unto 
me all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you 


rest” (Matt. 11:28). Listen just 
now to the longing of infinite love, 
and turn to Him who said: ‘The

(Luke 19:10).

t is: They were the people who 
killed the prophets, stoned God’s 
messengers, and, in a final aban- 
donment of guilt, crucified God’s 
Holy Son. 

How faithfully He reveals and 
emphasizes their guilt, and how 
jt throws into grander and more 
glorious relief the infinite love 
which we have already considered. 
Let me turn you again in thought 
to a biblical illustration (also 
drawn from the life of David) to 
see how intense love can harmon- 
jze with a faithful denunciation of 
sin, 

David had been guilty of a grie- 
vous sin in the matter of Uriah’s 
wife, and God sent Nathan the 
prophet to rebuke the offender. 
He told the story of two men in 
the same city; the one rich, the 
other poor. The rich man had 
countless flocks and herds; the 
poor man had one solitary lamb 
upon which he set great store. 
One day there came a traveller 
to the rich man’s house, but rath- 
er than provide meat from his 
own abundance, he sent and took 
the poor man’s lamb for that pur- 
pose. Nathan could get no further 
with his parable, for David's gen- 
erous soul seethed with indig- 
nation, and he exclaimed: ‘“‘As the 
Lord liveth, the man that hath 
done this thing shall surely die’”’ 
(II Sam. 12:5). And Nathan, 
faithful messenger of God, with 
a heart bursting with love for 
David, brought home* to him his 
great guilt in this other matter, 
where the same principle was in- 


volved, by saying gently: ‘Thou 
art the man” (II Sam. 12:7). 
The Lord Jesus Christ. in our 


text, although He loved the peo- 
ple with an intensity which caus- 
ed His heart to break over them, 
nevertheless faithfully reminds 
them of their guilt and _ sin. 
David’s reply to Nathan came 
from the depths of his penitent 
soul: “I have sinned against the 
Lord,” for although he was a 
great sinner, he was also a great 
repenter: and God answered his 
contrition with forgiveness, “A 
broken and a contrite heart, O 
God, thou wilt not despise” (Ps. 
51:17). 

But there is no sign of repent- 
ance here when Christ wept over 
Jerusalem; no desire for forgive- 
ness; no recognition of need; in 
fact they sought to excuse them- 
Selves, like many a sinner today: 
“If we had been in the days of 
our fathers, we would not have 
been partakers with them in the 
blood of the prophets” (Matt. 23: 
30). Yet these very people who so 
complacently disowned any meas- 
ure of guilt, were those who 
Shortly afterwards murdered Jesus 
Himself, 

We too have killed the voice 
of God’s Spirit in our hearts: we 
have stifled to death the voice 
of conscience: we have crushed 
out and murdered the impressions 
produced by the preaching of the 
Gospel; we have strangled at birth 
the conviction of sin; we have 
said in effect by our attitude to 
Jesus: “Away with him, away 
with him, crucify him” (John 19: 
15). God deals faithfully with us 
in His Word regarding our guilt 
and reveals our desperate need of 
a Saviour to cleanse us from our 
sin. 

Now let me draw your atten- 
tion to:— 


3. A Reminder of Wonderful 
Longsuffering 


“How often would I have gath- 
ered thy children together.” 

The record of God’s dealings 
With these people to whom Jesus 
is now speaking had been one 
marvelous ministry of mercy all 
Cown through the ages. He had 
brought them out of cruel bond- 
age in the land of Egypt; led them 
miraculously through the wilder- 
ness; provided for all their needs; 
sent them a long succession of 
faithful prophets; and only in the 
recent past had called them once 
again to repentance through the 
clarion voice of John the Baptist. 

Last of all, in a final overture 
of mercy, He had sent His only- 
begotten Son, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, proving beyond question 
His abundant willingness to save. 
Because Jesus saw their doom was 
-coming—they were paying the 
penalty even now of their rejec- 
tion of God’s love, and infinitely 


He desired to save them from the 
consequences of their folly, He 
cried out from the depths of His 
compassionate heart: “How often 
would I have gathered thy chil- 
dren together.” Despite all their 
waywardness and rebellion, He 
persisted in dealing with them in 
longsuffering mercy and grace. 


How often, too, He has sought 
to gain an entrance to our sinful 
hearts, only to find them bolted 
and barred, and stedfastly closed 
to His admission. His amazing 
love has been continuously abused, 
and yet we are faced with the 
wonder of His constant appeal: 
“Behold, I stand at the door and 
knock: if any man hear my voice, 
and open the door, I will come 
in” (Rev, 3:20). The record of 
each one of us is a moving testi- 


mony to the marvelous longsuf- 
fering of God. 
3ut, look, there is in this text 
of mine: 
4. A Picture of Complete 
Protection 
“Even as a hen gathereth her 


chickens under her wings.” 

It was said concerning the Lord 
Jesus Christ, by the officers who 
were commanded to take Him 
prisoner: “Never man spake like 
this man” (John 7:46), and what 
a marvelous metaphor He _ uses 
in this lamentation over wayward 
Israel.” Just as the mother hen, 
seeing (or. perhaps only sensing) 
the approach of danger, utters 
the peculiar call which brings her 
little brood running quickly to her 
side, and throws around them her 
protecting wings, so the blessed 
Lord Jesus Christ would fain have 
gathered the people he addresses 
in this text, and so He would 
gather us. He longs to shield us 
from the consequences of our sins, 
and afford eternal protection 
from the claims of a broken law, 
by throwing around us the merit 
of His great atonement. 

A fire once broke out on a farm- 
er’s property and fanned by the 
wind, the flames spread rapidly 
from building to building before 
finally being extinguished. After 
the outbreak had been quelled, 
the farmer was walking through 
his farmyard inspecting the dam- 
age when he saw what appeared 
to be a piece of charred wood in 
his path. He kicked it to one side 
in passing, and out ran a brood 
of tiny chickens—it was the 
charred body of their mother 


in danger’s hour. She herself had 
been scarred and scorched, yet in 
her love for her own, she had died 
to deliver. And that’s just what 
Jesus has done for'’all who will 
come to Him; and that, as I un- 
derstand it, dear friends, consti- 
tutes the Gospel—if it be not so, 
I know no other. “Christ hath re- 
deemed us from the curse of the 
law, being made a curse for us” 
(Gal. 3:13). “He was wounded for 
our transgressions, He was bruis- 
ed for our iniquities . and 
with his stripes we are healed” 
(Isa, 53:5). Well might the poet 
write, as he thought of our Re- 
deemer braving the sinner’s judg- 
ment at Calvary: 
The tempest’s awful voice 
heard 

O Christ it broke on Thee! 
Thy open bosom was my ward, 

It braved the storm for me. 
Thy form was scarred; Thy vis- 

age marred, 

Now cloudless peace for me! 

But listen carefully, as our text 
follows with:

5. A Charge of Determined 


Refusal 
“And ye would not.” 
There could be no mistaking 


the attitude of this people. From 
the moment He outlined His mis- 
sion in the synagogue at Naz- 
areth, declaring in matchless 
words the glorious purpose of His 
redemptive work, they persistent- 
ly sought His death. “The Spirit 
of the Lord is upon me.” He de- 
clared in accents of tender love 
that ought to have awakened 
penitent faith and affectionate re- 


sponse in their hearts, “because 
he hath anointed me to preach the 
gospel to the poor; he hath sent 
me to heal the broken-hearted, 


to preach deliverance to the cap- 
tives, and recovering of sight to 
the blind, to set at liberty them 
that are bruised, to preach the 
acceptable year of the Lord” 
(Luke 4:18,19). But even at that 
early hour their response was 
amazing in its rebellious nature: 
They “rose up, and thrust him out 
of the city, and led him unto the 
brow of the hill whereon their 
city was built, that they might 
cast him down headlong” (Luke 
4:29). And now, this was their 
final and resolute decision: “Ye 
would not.” 


is saying at this very moment to 
someone reading these lines, as 
He said to many who heard Him 
in the davs of His flesh: “Ye will 
not come to me, that ye might 
have life” (John 5:40). 


Which had afforded them shelter 


I shall never forget a friend of 


I cannot help feeling the Saviour 


mine telling me of an experience | 
he had in the great “blitz” on 
London in the last War. He was 
serving with the heavy section of 
the Fire Service, and on this par- 
ticular night the German bombers 
were over London in force. Word. 
came through to their Station! 
that a big block of buildings was | 
on fire, and as they arrived they | 
discovered that a woman was 
standing at the open window of 
one of the top stories of a blaz- 
ing building, almost hysterical | 
with fright. The escape ladder was | 
run up in a matter of seconds, | 
and a burly fireman made his| 
way rapidly to the top. He could 
be seen leaning as far as possi- 
ble into the open window, with 
his arms outstretched to carry 
the demented person to safety, 
but the more he pleaded the more | 
she retreated in her terror, until | 
finally he had to return without | 
her, for thousands of other Hives | 
were endangered that awful night. | 
When he arrived at the foot of 
the ladder again, said my friend, 


he was sobbing like a child as he 
said to the officer in charge: “I 
tried to save her, sir, but she 
wouldn’t let me!” 

And when I stand before God, 
dear friends, to give an account 
of the manner in which I have 
sought to discharge my responsi- 
bility in framing this message, 
methinks I shall honestly be able 
to say: “I tried to save them, 
Lord; to lead them to Jesus; to 
warn them of their danger; to 
tell them of Thy love; but they 
wouldn’t let me.” And if you are 
finally and eternally lost, dear 
friends, it will not be because no 
provision was made for your sal- 
vation, but because you refused to 
accept the Lord Jesus Christ 
your personal Saviour, and thus 
cast away your one and only hope 
of salvation, for, “How shall we 
escape, if we neglect so great sal- 
vatilon” (Heb, 2:3).

We were in revival. The pastor 
asked that I make a sick call with 
him. He added that the man we 
were to see was in his sixty-fifth 
year, a farmer with large and in- 
fluential family and extensive 
farm holdings.

6. A Record of Divine 
Rejection 

“Behold, your house is left un- 
to you desolate.” 

How terribly significant is the 
awesome language that Jesus 
used to pronounce their doom. 
Once that noble Temple had been 
affectionately called by Him: “My 
Father’s house.” You’ll remember 
how, during His wonderful mini- 
stry on earth, He had been filled 
with indignation at the manner 
in which its purpose had been 
prostituted and commercialized, 
and how, with a whip of small 
cords, He had driven the money- 
changers from the sacred pre- 
cincts of that holy building, over- 
turning their tables as He said: 
“It is written, My house shall be 
called the house of prayer, but 
ye have made it a den of thieves” 
(Matt. 21:13). But now, having 
finally rejected Him (their Sav- 
iour and Messiah), it has ceased 
to fulfill its divine purpose, and 
is no longer His Father’s house, 
for how could God then (or now) 
accept worship from those who re- 
jected His Son. “Your house,” He 
says, “Your house is left unto you 
desolate.” And if you continue to 
reject the Lord Jesus Christ, dear 
friends, there is a day coming 
when you will be left in your sins 
to eternal desolation. When Jesus 
leaves a man alone (even in this 
life) that man is desolate indeed, 
for how true are the words of the 
poet: “Were this vast world our 
own, with all its treasured store; 
and Thou, Lord Jesus, wert un- 
known—we still were poor.” 

If you persist in an attitude of 
indifference to the claims of Jesus, 
dear sinner, the day will come 
when God will at last adopt an 
attitude of indifference to you. 
There can be fewer more solemn 
words in Scripture than those 
which say: “Because I have call- 
ed, and ye refused, I have stretch- 
ed out My hand, and no man re- 
garded ...tI1 also will laugh at 
your calamity; I will mock when 
your fear cometh” (Prov. 1:24- 
26). 

Finally, dear friends, I present 
my text to you now as a whole, 
and in its entirety, it furnishes :— 


7. A Warning to Every 
Unbeliever 


We have been considering this 
divine lament for the lost in its 
several moving clauses, each with 
its message to our souls; now in 
its solemn whole it constitutes a 
great danger signal to the un- 
saved man or woman, boy or girl, 
who reads its words. It confronts 
the unconverted reader at this 
moment like a flaming beacon, 
warning that soul of eternal dan- 
ger, and bidding him or her to 
flee at once to the Saviour of 
sinners. The attitude of Israel, 


of which we have been forcibly re- 
minded in our text, provoked the

ultimate judgment of God, and 
the attitude of the sinner who con- 
tinues to reject the Saviour will 
eventually merit the same result. 

As I close my simple but earn- 
est message then, dear friends, let 
me once more intreat you with 
all the ransomed powers that I 
possess, and with all the tender- 
ness at my command, to open your 
heart immediately, and let Jesus 
come in to be your divine Sav- 
iour and Lord, for otherwise you 
must, perforce, meet Him as 
Judge. 

“Come now, and let us reason 
together, saith the Lord: though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall 
be as white as snow; though they 
be red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool” Isa. 1:18.
